lHDiANA~has attempted to revise its 


divorce laws, and, although there may 
bcsomedouht as to whether the new 
provisions will have the full effect which 
he Legislature intended, it is apparent 
hat the State is no longer to afford un- 
imitcd facilities for the easy dissolution 
of the marriage tie. By tho new law 
the term of residence necessary to pro- 
cure a divorce is extended to two years, 
the publication of the application is re- 
quired to bo made in a daily newspa- 
pw, tho Prosecuting Attorney ofthc 
county is required to resist the petition 
in all oases that are undefended, and 
any decree of divorce granted may be 
opened up within two years, until the 
expiration of which time it is unlawful 
for the person obtaining ^ Aeo™" 
marry again. These arc some of the 
chiet'provisions of tho law, which en- 
tirely changes the divorce system ot tho 
State, and, although there arc some 
contradictions in the statute, there is 
enough loft of it to make tho procuring 
of a.divorco a vexatious and protracted 
proceeding. Indiana wUl undoubtedly 
diminish its transient population by tbu 
change in its law, but it will add great- 
ly to its good repute.
